This 
escalator is adjacent to the regular up escalator, 
but goes only one-quarter the speed, for use 
by disabled people with both vertigo and 
claustrophobia who cannot use either the stairs, 
the regular escalator or elevator. A “down” very 
slow escalator will be ready next month. And 
at that time we expect those with these twin 
disabilities to be able to go both down and up, 
though they can’t go to other stations just yet. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

At the urging of a group of organic farmers, we 
have been experimenting with tomato juice as a 
fuel to power our trains, with the engines going 
back and forth at the Montauk Yards. As it proved 
successful, we sent our first train out onto the 
system yesterday with this new fuel, and the only 
complaints we’ve had is about the tomato smell. 
We’re working on the problem. The tomatoes 
we use are free range and grain-fed, grown and 
strained locally. We did try canned tomato juice, 
Del Monte and Mr. & Mrs. T, bought at an IGA, 
but neither worked. There is something very 
alive about the fresh organic stuff, which makes 
it explosive when pushed into engine cylinders 
next to spark plugs. | have contacted my 
counterpart at the New York Subway System and 
he is coming out to see how this is done. We are 
also scheduling a seminar with local firefighters 
and school lunch cashiers. ga

IMPOSTER SHARK NABBED 

Police tracking a shark off the shores of 
the Hamptons on Saturday were surprised 
to. discover that they were in fact following 
a man swimming in a shark suit. The man, 
who police identified as Hans Haifisch of 
Dusseldorf, Germany, was dressed in a very 
convincing head-to-toe shark swimsuit that 
was equipped with one of the official tracking 
devices that marine scientists use to keep 
tabs on sharks. The tracker had pinged on 
Saturday morning, leading scientists to believe 
that a shark was infesting local swimming 
areas. Much commotion. ensued across the 
East End as beaches were abruptly closed for 
fear of shark attacks—police reported panicked 
crowds stampeding at several popular beaches, 
resulting in numerous injuries. A visibly angry 
Larry Hirsch, official police spokesman, was 
highly critical of Haifisch’s actions in his 
briefing to reporters. “Mr. Haifisch may have 
thought he was being cute, but what he did was 
like shouting ‘fire’ in a crowded theater. We 
are holding him in custody while we determine 
something to charge him with.” Officials insisted 
that local waters are in fact safe, although 
they couldn’t be certain that Haifisch hadn't 
received the tracking device he was wearing 
from another shark still at large. 


NO TWERKING 

It has long been true that certain East End 
villages require that people dress properly 
within village limits—shirts are mandatory, 
no bared calves, etc. This year, in time for the 
summer party season, several jurisdictions 
have passed additional restrictions on behavior 
relating to dancing. Starting on July 1 it will no 
longer be legal in these particular localities to 
twerk in any public space. For the purposes 
of the new ordinances, twerking is defined as 
when a couple dances front to back in “a lewd 
and lascivious manner,” and public spaces 
include, but are not limited to, nightclubs, 
bars, restaurants and shopping centers. Public 
streets and sidewalks are also off-limits. “If 
couples want to twerk, they can do so in the 
comfort of their own homes or hotel rooms,” 
explained Prudence Mayers, who advocated for 
the new regulations. “I don’t see the big deal 
anyway. Back in my day, we got pretty worked 
up about sharing ice-cream sodas.” 


~ VOTER SUPPRESSION 


A woman was taken into custody on Tuesday, 
June 2 after she was found loitering around a 
local school. The woman claimed that she was 
there to vote in the local election, but authorities 
pointed out that there was no voting happening. 
The woman reportedly became agitated and 
claimed that her vote was being suppressed, 
and police took her in for observation. g&

Nazis in Amagansett 


Reenactment of Famous Saboteur Encounter Saturday at 6:30 p.m. 


BY DAN RATTINER 


robably the strangest creatures to emerge 

from the sea at Amagansett in modern 
times were four Nazi sailors in the middle of 
World War II. They came ashore here using a 
rubber boat paddled from a German submarine 
offshore just after midnight on June 13, 1942. It 
was a dark night, and they were under cover of 
a thick fog. They had with them wooden boxes, 
sealed in wax, which contained fuses, timers 
and enough explosive dynamite to destroy 
bridges, blow up department stores and 
cripple factories—to cause havoc and destroy 
America’s war making ability. The saboteurs 
buried the boxes in the sand, intending to 
come back later for them. Then, because they 
had been seen, they spent the next five hours 
hiding in the woods until finally, when the 
coast seemed clear, they scampered to the 


Amagansett Railroad Station to board the 6:59 © 


a.m. train headed for Manhattan. 

As a result of this and the events that 
followed, this Saturday, June 13 on Atlantic 
Avenue Beach in Amagansett, a local group 
of actors is conducting a re-enactment of the 
Nazi landing and the encounter on the beach 
that took place all those years ago. This is the 
fourth year they have done this. Each year, 


the re-enactment gets better and better with 
more lines memorized, more costumes and 
better staging. 

And you're in luck. June 13 this year is a 
Saturday, so the re-enactment of this landing 
on the spot where it took place will be able 
to be seen not just by the locals but by the 
weekenders as well, and you are welcome 
to come down and watch it. You're in luck 
in another regard as well. In a slight bend of 
reality, they will hold the re-enactment, as 
they have for the past three years, in broad 
daylight, at 6:30 p.m. You'll see everything, 
right up until the time they scamper off into 
the woods. All the Nazis will be in uniform. 
And so will the man who encountered them, a 
young coastguardsman, 21 years old, walking 
the beach with a flashlight in the middle of 
the night, who is approached by the leader 
of the landing party, a German named George 
Dasch. Dasch’s orders are to kill anyone they 
encounter. 

As you may know, I have a hardcover book 
coming out on August 1 called Jn the Hamptons 
4Ever, the fourth in a series of In the Hamptons 
books, all about my 55 years in the Hamptons 
with Dan’s Papers. But in addition to that ]

story that unfolded when the Nazis landed 
here. A tremendous amount of material is now 
available about this landing, much more than 
ever before and much of it right online. There 
have also, over the years, been about 10 books 
published about the landing. I’ve read all | 
can lay my hands on, including an account by 
George Dasch himself, written in 1959, when he 
was 56 years old. I’ve read back issues of The 
East Hampton Star from June and July 1942 in

the library. And I’ve even read the ship’s log 
written by the captain of the submarine, Hans- 
Heinz Linder, who in a 17-day journey brought 
the saboteurs here. I hope to have this other 
book, complete with pictures, out soon, though 


not in time for this year’s re-enactment. 

Here are a few interesting facts about the Nazi 
landing at Amagansett. 

George Dasch never did shoot the 
coastguardsman. Instead, he gave him cash, 
$260 of it (worth about $3,700 today), and told 
him to run for his life and never say a word to 
anyone about this. 

George Dasch could well afford it. As 
leader, he had $175,000 sewn into the lining 
of a duffel bag he was carrying. That’s more 
than a million dollars in today’s money. The 
money was supposed to last two years while 
they sabotaged railroads, aluminum plants, 
reservoirs and other strategic targets. 

However, this man, George Dasch, who was 
the leader of the saboteurs, never intended to 
go ahead with the sabotage at all, according to 
his account. I said all four men came ashore in 
naval uniforms. Actually, three did. Dasch told 
the others onboard the sub when they were 
changing into uniform that he would wear what 
he wanted, which. was civilian clothes. All the 
others, he told them, had to be in the uniforms

provided. In fact, NONE of the four were even 
part of the German military. They were civilians, 
trained to do the work. If captured in uniform 
when they landed, they would, in accordance 
with the Geneva. Convention, be taken in as 
prisoners of war with their lives spared. If 
captured as civilians, which they were, they’d 
probably be shot on the spot.

An Explanation of Promiscuity Involving Genes and Hormones

= show that 90% of Americans feel 
it is immoral to cheat on their mate. They 
also show that about 20% of married men cheat 
anyway and about 12% of married women do, 
too. This tells us that some, but not all, people 
who cheat think cheating is immoral. This tells 
us that married men must sometimes cheat 
with a woman who cheats with more than one 
man, and this tells us that men try to make 
their women stay-at-homes so they can know 
the children are really theirs. It also tells us 
that some people, in the cheating department, 
feel they cannot help it. That’s a Jot. But until 
now, that’s all there’s been. This year, however, 
scientists say they think they know WHY 
people cheat. 

About 10 years ago, a famous study was 
done involving a little furry animal called a 
vole. There are two kinds. Prairie voles live in 
burrows on the plains. Montane voles live in 
burrows in the woods. Biologically they are 
otherwise very alike. However, male prairie 
voles stay true to their mates for life and 
are part of extended families. Male montane 
voles, though, are wildly promiscuous. A 
female comes along and off he goes. There’s no 
family life. 

Intrigued by this situation, Dr. Thomas Insel, 
who is now the director of the National Institute 


of Mental Health, discovered that a hormone 
called vasopressin was at a very high level in 
the voles who were faithful but at a much lower 
level in the voles who fooled around. Thinking 
this through, Dr. Insel removed some of the 
hormone from the male prairie voles. The male 
prairie voles came out of the burrows, looking 
for women. It also worked the other way around. 
With more vasopressin, the males in the woods 
stopped fooling around and instead fell in love 
and snuggled up with a favorite female and 
stayed with her. This surely screwed things up 
in those vole communities. What the hell was 
that guy doing? 

Dr. Insel was also able to manipulate the 
females in a similar way, but by using a hormone 
called oxytocin. He changed librarians to pole 
dancers. He changed wild women to suburban 
housewives. That’s all figuratively speaking, 
of course. 

In the course of things, Dr. Insel also 
discovered where in the vole brain this 
hormone was received. He found that where it 
was received affected the behavior of the voles. 
Receptors in the brain for those who were 
faithful were located in a place where warm 
and fuzzy feelings entered. But the receptors 
for those who chased skirts were where fearful 
and anxious feelings entered. 

Now scientists say they have found a 
similar situation among humans. The study 


was done by psychologist Brendan Zietsch, of 
Queensland, Australia. He traced the record of 
more than 7,000 Finnish twins, now grown up. 
He contacted them and asked them all if they 
were today in a relationship for more than a 
year. For those who were, he asked if they’d 
had sex with a second person during that year. 
Guess what. The vasopressin and oxytocin 
levels and locations were exactly the same as 
with the voles. 

Yes, it will be possible to mess with the 
receptor genes and change things. Parents who 
live upright moral lives could, at conception, 
arrange things so their babies grow up to 
adhere to the philosophies of the adults that 
make them. There will be no more black sheep 
in an upstanding family that tomcat around. 
There will be nobody in a swinger commune 
who just wants to keep his nose in a book. And 
what will become of the secret romance, the 
chase, the scorned lover, the philanderer and 
the Order of Protection? Ah, well. There goes 
literature and the arts. 

But wait. During the last six months, three 
couples I know who met on online got married. 
Did they exchange vasopressin receptor 
information? 

I'll ask.

not being reckless. He just would not wear a 
Nazi uniform. And that was that. 

All four of these men spoke English and 
German fluently, because all four had been in 
America for at least 10 years before the war, but 
then had gone back to their homeland, some 
as recently as 11 months earlier. In America, 
they had been blue-collar workers: waiters, 
chauffeurs, machinists, handymen, odd-job 


workers and bartenders. They were taught how 
to sabotage things at a school in Brandenburg. 
But they didn’t have much of a thirst for the job. 
At least some of them didn’t. 

George Dasch, in fact, intended to turn the 
others in and become an American hero by 
broadcasting back to the German people about 
freedom in America. He’d been here almost 20 
years before all this, had married an American 
girl and, for his entire adult life in America had, 
been a professional waiter, mostly in fine hotels 
and resorts. Among the places he had worked 
were, in the summertime anyway, the Sea Spray 
Inn in East Hampton and at the Irving Hotel 
in Southampton. Both were big three-story 
wooden hotels built around 1880 to serve the 
wealthy. The Irving, torn down around 1975, 
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was where the Southampton Inn is today. The 
Sea Spray stood oceanfront just to the east of 
Main Beach. It occupied the broad lawn next to 
the half dozen Sea Spray Cottages that survive 
and which, in the great day of the Sea Spray 
Inn, were behind it and accessory to it. The Sea 
Spray burned down in 1985. The Chequit on 
Shelter Island is the only surviving hotel from 
that era. These inns were not unlike that one. 

Dasch had returned to Germany hoping for 
a better life. He had left his wife behind with 
instructions to come later. This was before 
Pearl Harbor. When he got to Germany, he was 
horrified by what he saw. And all he wanted 
to do was get back to the U.S. It was all a big 
mistake. Eleven months later, he was leading 
this mission. 

Needless to say, the arrival of Coastguardsman 
John C. Cullen was a great inconvenience 
to Dasch. But he wouldn’t order him killed. 
That ran counter to everything he intended 
to do, his great plan to be a counter-spy and 
hero. Dasch’s plan never happened, however, 
because the FBI, which Dasch turned to for help 
in turning the others in, quietly turned him in 
too—after he was done helping them—and then 
set him up with the others for a quick trial and 
sentence. The others were put to death. He got 
30 years. 

And there was high drama. The submarine 
had wedged itself on a sandbar in order to 
steady the boat while it lowered the inflatable 
so two sailors with machine guns could row the 
saboteurs and their explosives and sea bags to 
shore. After that, the captain found he was stuck. 
The sailors returned after completing their 
mission, but were upset because they had seen 
Dasch let the Coastguardsman go—“Where’s 
the body?” Captain Linder had asked. 

Not only were they stuck, the tide was coming 
in and would wedge them in even more. For 
three hours Captain Linder tried everything he 
could to get off. But the sub wouldn’t move. 
Three hours later, with dawn not far away, he 
was resigning himself to surrender. He ordered 
one of his sailors, a man named Zimmerman, 
who was in terrible pain with appendicitis, taken 
off in the rubber boat under a white flag to head 
for shore, and that was done. But then, as the 
tide began to go out, with one great roar of the 
engines, Linder DID get the boat off the bar and 
he motored over and picked up Zimmerman 
and headed. out to sea where, two days later, 
he sank another freighter (he’d already sunk six 
before bringing the saboteurs here) off Atlantic 
City. And Zimmerman recovered on his own. “A 
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miracle,” Linder wrote. 

The company of Army soldiers joined with 
the Coast Guard in the fog on the beach looking 
for more signs of the Germans. The sub lurked 
all those hours. Nobody saw it through the 
fog, except briefly, and then they weren't sure. 
They dug in behind the dunes, the Army with 
modern weapons, the Coastguardsmen—now 
10 of them—with old World War I bolt action 
Springfield rifles they got out of a wooden case 
up at the Coast Guard station. 

By noon the next day, the FBI had taken 
over and hushed everything up. In a house 
they requisitioned just off Main Street in East 
Hampton, they even recorded an interview with 
Coast Guard Ensign Cullen, all but accusing 
him of being part of a bootleg scam and

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LeBron’s Challenge 


An Amazing Goal Set by Superstar Basketball Player LeBron James

LeBron James is arguably the best player who 
has ever played the game of basketball. Surely 
he is the best of this era. When he was young 
and fresh out of high school, where he racked 
up some of the best scoring numbers ever, he 
was the #1 draft pick for the pros and, naturally, 
the team with the worst record in basketball got 
to pick him. That was the Cleveland Cavaliers. 
In some ways, at that time, this seemed to 
seal his fate in the same way that another great 
athlete had his fate sealed. Just out of school, 
football player O.J. Simpson, one of the greatest 
college running backs of all time (among other 
things) had to start his professional career 
playing for the worst team in football—the 
Buffalo Bill—because they had the first pick 
at the draft. Without help from comrades— 
both football and basketball are team sports— 
Simpson couldn’t put up good numbers for 
several years against teams that just ran right 


over his blockers, and later with him as the 
star, Buffalo never won any championships 

The Cleveland Cavaliers, in their entire 45-year 
history, had never won a championship and 
were often mired near the bottom, especially 
recently. LeBron James came-and tried to 
change that, but who could he pass the ball 
to? The team floundered in his first two years, 
and though rising up a bit after that, couldn’t 
win the championship. In some ways, this was 
even worse than what happened to Simpson. 
Simpson was not from Buffalo. He just got 
forced to-go there. But LeBron James was 
born and raised in Akron, Ohio, just around 
the corner from Cleveland. He had to go home 
every night to face the same questions for 
which they had no answer. Why can’t you win 
for us, LeBron? 

Finally, when LeBron James turned 25, he 
bolted. He stood up Cleveland and made a deal 
for more than $100 million with the Miami Heat, 
a contender near the top of the league, and he 


picked up and almost overnight disappeared 
from Cleveland to perhaps never be seen again. 
The people of Cleveland said they would never 
forgive LeBron James for abandoning them. 
And when the Miami Heat came to town, they 
booed LeBron mercilessly. 

At Miami, however, assisted by several near- 
great teammates, James fulfilled his goal. He 
was to stay there for four seasons. The team 
got to the playoffs the first year James was 
there, and in the three years that followed, 
the team got into the Finals to play for all the 
marbles. And they won two of them. With James 
scoring record numbers of points, the team 
became a dynasty. And now it was quite clear 
that LeBron James was surely the best player 
to ever play this game. He was big and strong, 
very fast, very accurate and very aggressive. 
Anything other than light contact brings a 
foul. James figured out how daring he could 
be down to the millimeter without getting a 
foul called on him. For (Cont'd on next page)

this reason, sometimes when he played, the 
opposing team just let him score. They played 
against everybody else, trying not to let the ball 
get passed to LeBron. 

Had LeBron James continued to play for the 
Miami Heat I would have thought of him as a 
superstar, but not a nice one. Babe Ruth was 
not considered very nice. Ted Williams was not 
very nice. We know today that Tom Brady has 


not been very nice. They are or were superstars 
all, and I had put LeBron James in that category 
last year, not least of all for what he did to 
Cleveland. I wouldn’t root for him. If anything, 
I wanted to see him falter and fall for what he 
had done to his hometown five years earlier. 
I have always rooted for the underdog, and if 
sports are about bravery, determination and 
winning in spite of shortcomings, I had other 
people to watch. My favorite during that time 
was Jason Kidd, a basketball player who was 
small and lithe but played the game as if it were 
a game of chess. He knew where everybody was 
and he was wonderful to watch, surprising the 
other team and the fans too with completely 
unexpected bounce passes to teammates. But 
when he came up against James, he had no 
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answers. LeBron James was a freight train that 
could not be stopped. 

But then a strange thing happened. Last 
summer, LeBron James made a jaw-dropping 
announcement. He was now 29 years old, 
heading toward the midlife of his athletic career. 
And he wanted to set a new goal for himself. He 
would leave the Miami Heat and go back to his 
old stomping grounds to rejoin the Cavaliers for 
the year 2014-15. He had a new goal. He wanted 
to bring a championship to Cleveland. He would 
do this with a team that had never won the 
championship and during the last four years 
had achieved the fewest wins and the most 
losses in a league where there are 36 teams. In 
other words, his goal was to take the team that 
had_ often finished near the bottom and take it 
up to #1. 

It seemed preposterous. For one thing, for 
the first month after this announcement some 
people in Cleveland said they would boycott 
the arena. They would never forgive what he | 
had done to them. Then they thought better of 
it. Why not open their arms and take him back? 
They changed their minds. 

James had his conditions with management. 
He would only come back if the management 
spent money to bring in some excellent players — 
from around the league to assist him. The ~ 
management brought in a Russian player 
named Timofey Mozgov. They brought in three- 
time All Star Kevin Love. They brought in 
Iman Shumpert. Probably the best thing they 
did was trade for J.R. Smith, a man causing 
problems wherever he played, showing up late 
for practice, mouthing off, sometimes playing 
poorly. The New York Knicks were glad to 
get rid of him. Smith suddenly found himself 
playing next to the greatest player of all time. 
He couldn’t believe it. 

The Cleveland Cavaliers floundered the first 
half of this season as the players tried to 
adjust themselves to James and to their new 
coach, David Blatt, who had never coached 
NBA basketball before, but who James said 
could do the job. 

The second half of the season was a complete 
turn-around. It was amazing. They set a record 
for the most wins, of any team ever in the 
second half of any season. As a result, in a 
classic come-from-behind effort, the Cavaliers 
rose up through the standings and won the 
Eastern League Championship by faes. the 
Atlanta Hawks four straight games. 

They are now playing the Golden State 
Warriors, the Western Conference champions 
for the championship. If they win, this will be 
the third championship for LeBron James, two 
with Miami and the third with this often losing 
team that he has fixed up and inspired. 

It doesn’t even matter if the Cavaliers win. 
Bringing his teammates this far makes LeBron 
James a sports hero like no other. And frankly, 
along with about 20 million other believers, | 
am watching this team and rooting for them. 
What LeBron James has done has been a 
lesson in setting a goal, achieving it and then 
setting an almost impossible goal and achieving 
that too. 

If there was ever an inspiration as a 
role model for the youth of America, he is 
it. Watch him this week on your television. 
And tell your kids this story and have them 
watch, too. & 
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Stranded on the East End: Uber Booted from East Hampton

debate has erupted among Hamptons 

residents and weekenders after car-hailing 
service Uber was booted from East Hampton 
Town last Friday, pitting advocates of the 
business against supporters of the traditional 
taxi industry and town law. 

Uber called on its. clients to urge the town 
supervisor to reconsider, and Uber fans flooded 
Supervisor Larry Cantwell’s office with calls, 
emails and tweets. 

Bravo personality and Hamptons summer 
resident Andy Cohen pleaded with Cantwell 
not to ban Uber, his designated driver. Springs’ 
Tim Ferriss called the move “insane” and laid 
responsibility for the first post-Uber drunk 
driving death at Cantwell’s feet. 

Others tweeted that there is never any 
excuse for drunk driving—with or without 

-Uber—and alternatives to getting behind the 
wheel inebriated are available. 

Cantwell is making the case that East 
Hampton is flush with licensed cabbies. In 
Cantwell’s statement banning Uber, he asserted 
that there is a wide array of local cab and public 
transportation options, noting, “Even in Uber’s 
absence from the market, there are more than 
220 licensed taxis and vehicles for hire and 
other public transportation options available 
in the Town of East Hampton ready to provide 
services to those in need of a ride.” 

Are there? The East End is served by 
two forms of public transportation, the S92 
bus and the Long Island Rail Road, neither of 
which accommodate late-night revelers. The 
last S92 bus, which only goes as far east as 
East Hampton, departs its easternmost stop, 
the East Hampton railroad station, at 6:10 
p.m. If you miss that, you’re stranded in East 
Hampton until the next bus at 7:34 a.m. For 
those considering using the Long Island Rail 
Road to hop between towns, the last weekend 
eastbound train departs Montauk at 7:33 p.m. 

The Daily Show got in on the action, tweeting 

“Uber pulls out of the Hamptons. Residents will 
continue to travel via tuxedoed man-servant 
piggy back ride.” 
_ Main Street Drivers, a service that provides 
on-demand chauffeurs who drive clients’ own 
vehicles, saw its business increase 300% over 
the weekend in Uber’s absence, reports owner 
James Hirtenstein. 

Hirtenstein, whose driving service is in its 
fourth season on the East End, says he has 75 
local drivers between the North Fork and the 
Hamptons, all fully insured. He takes exception 
to Uber’s insistence that there are no reliable 
alternatives to its service in East Hampton. 

“They’re bullies,” Hirtenstein said of Uber. 
“The fact that they printed the town supervisor’s 
email just shows the lengths that they will go to 
to get what they want.” 

An Uber spokeswoman said Friday that the 
company obtained town licenses to operate in 
East Hampton in 2013 and 2014, but this season 
the town is requiring each driver to have a 
physical office within East Hampton. 

According to East Hampton Town, prior 
to Uber pulling out of the municipality, 20 
Uber drivers were charged with operating as 
vehicles for hire without a proper license. 
Cantwell said Uber drivers were also found

sleeping in vehicles, obstructing traffic and 
taking up limited parking spaces. 


Proponents of Uber argue that local 
cab companies have a reputation of being 
unreliable, charging high fares, and for charging 
per passenger. Cab fares on the East End are 
nearly double what they are in New York City. 

The high cost of local cabs forces many 
people to make a choice between staying in, 
or to rarely travel out of town for a drink, 
effectively punishing people for patronizing 
businesses in another village. In protecting 
local cab companies, what does banning Uber 
mean for local bars and restaurants? No doubt 
bars can attract more than enough people in 
summer, but allowing Uber in town means that 
there are more transport options for patrons to 
go out during the slower shoulder months. g&

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Local Police Deploy New Submarine in the Hamptons

; I: order to better protect local shores 

and keep an eye on East End boaters, the 

Hamptons Police Department added a military 
surplus submarine to their fleet last week. 

The decommissioned U.S. Navy Virginia-class 
submarine was taken out of service in 2013 
and mothballed for nearly 18 months before 
ownership was transferred to the Hamptons 
Police Department. 

“I want to emphasize that this submersible 
craft came at no cost to taxpayers,” Hamptons 
PD representative Larry Hirsch explains in 
a press release. “With the blessing of the 
Hamptons Municipal Board, we requested such 
a watercraft last year under a federal program 
to outfit local police departments with surplus 
military equipment.” 

Aimed mainly at counter-narcotic and 
counter-terrorism operations, this military 
grade gear—such as heavily armored MRAP 
vehicles, automatic weapons and body armor— 
was initially handed out to police departments 
in border towns and those with serious crime 
problems. But the need has grown drastically 
around the country in recent years, and smaller 
departments in seemingly “safer” areas are 
getting in on the action. 

“While the craft has reached the end of 
its usefulness for the U.S. Navy, the civilian 
applications of this submersible are numerous,” 
Hirsch says in the statement. “You never know 
what’s out there and we’re here to protect the 
citizenry from the worst case scenario,” he added

in a phone call Tuesday. “Imagine the horror 
people would experience if a large military craft 
passed beneath their boat or emerged from 
depths within view of the beach—we’re here to 
stop that from happening. This sub will make a 
strong statement about our power and might,” 
Hirsch continued. “The people want to know 
their police will do whatever it takes—whatever 
it takes—to maintain order and control,” he 
said. “They want to see us as an unstoppable 
force beyond the reach of sleazy criminals’ 
lawyers and legal loopholes.” 

Named Jaws VIII by Hamptons PD, the 
submarine will be deployed to patrol the 
shoreline on weekends only leading up to 
Fourth of July, when patrols will be stepped up 
to seven days a week through Labor Day. 

Hamptons PD marine patrol officers will be on 
the lookout for swimmers, surfers and boaters 
in distress, and will issue tickets to unlicensed 
operators of motorboats and to operators of all

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boats that are not carrying personal floatation 
devices. “We could even depth charge a large 
shark, should the need arise,” Hirsch says. 

The submarine travels between 30 and 
35 knots—or 56 to 65 kilometers an hour. It 
can travel almost the entire distance of the 
Hamptons southern shore in about 70 minutes. 

Along with the submarine, Hamptons PD has 
recently acquired a “whole slew” of military 
equipment, Hirsch revealed. “As we speak, 
my men are doing various drills and practice 
engagements, including Free-for-All, Team 
Deathmatch, Mercenary Team Deathmatch, 
Headquarters, Capture the Flag, Team Tactical, 
Kill Confirmed and Search and _ Destroy 
scenarios,” he says. £&

rumrunners as a bribe for not turning them in 
each time after burying hooch on the beach, 
then having this happen and it was—Germans! 
Or WERE they Germans? 

George Dasch, as leader, had been given a 
handkerchief which had, in invisible ink, the 
names of German sympathizers in the New 
York City area, who he could contact to set up 
operations. You got the ink to appear by waving 
a special kind of match under it so the smoke 
would make it appear. He’d left the special 
matches on the boat. 

All the boxes of explosives were dug up 
by local coastguardsmen and transferred to 
a Coast Guard Intelligence officer who made 
off with them in a car to the Coast Guard 
Headquarters Barge Office in lower Manhattan. 
His driver took them through Amagansett and 
East Hampton and Southampton at high speed, 
where one bump in the road might have blown 
everything to kingdom come. At the Barge 
office, the officer in charge had the boxes put 
out at the end of an abandoned pier under 
armed guard. 

Neither the Coast Guard nor the Army nor 
the Navy nor the FBI ever thought to interview 
the stationmaster at the Amagansett Railroad 
Station until 10 days after the landing. It was 
just presumed the Germans had been picked 
up in a car. Or had gone off in the sub. In fact, 
by the time the saboteurs got to the railroad 
station, they were all wearing shabby American 
fishermen’s clothes they’d carried across the 
Atlantic in the duffel bags. They’d stripped off 
their uniforms on the beach and put on the

fishermen’s clothes and then, because ten days 


later, the FBI took a guess, it was then that the _ 


stationmaster said yup, he’d sold them four 
tickets to New York. That must have been them. 

Every five miles along the beach, between 
Montauk and Westhampton, President 
Roosevelt had by this time ordered and had 
put into place either a Coast Guard station, a 
concrete blockhouse machine gun nest or a 
bivouacked company of Army soldiers. Where 
the Nazi saboteurs came ashore was within 200 
yards of not only a Coast Guard station that was 
sending patrol people out on foot looking for 
Nazis, but also a secret Naval radio station just 
behind the Amagansett Coast Guard Station on 
Bluff Road. 

That “station,” with three others—in Florida, 
North Carolina and Maine—was able to create 
a triangulation navigation system that located 
every ship in the Atlantic that sent out messages. 
And they had located this sub, though they did 
not know its mission. This facility today is the 
East Hampton Marine Museum. When it was 
a radio station, it had on each side of it, east 
and west, 60’ steel towers between which was 
strung steel wire to act as an antenna to pick 
up marine radio broadcasts. It was visible 


for miles. But nobody knew the work being 
done there. 

So the Nazi sub, by sheer coincidence, 
arrived at Amagansett almost directly in front 


-of an armed Coast Guard station with men 


out looking for them and behind that a secret 
Naval radio station getting fixes on all Nazi 
submarines in the Atlantic, including the 
one which, when the fog lifted, they could 
briefly see just offshore the beach before it 
headed off. 

Dasch did turn the others in. They were 
very quietly picked up by the FBI. The FBI 
also picked up four other saboteurs who 
landed on an isolated beach at Cape Verde 
Florida 50 miles south of Jacksonville a few 
days later. 

Here’s a ridiculous detail in all of this. In 
Florida, in June, it’s hot. The sub bringing those 
men here with their explosives got close enough 
for the men to have no need of the rubber boat. 
They wore only bathing suits and the little 
Navy caps with the swastikas on them when 
they waded ashore. They were picked up a 
week later.

Enc in 2002, Mortified is a “storytelling 
project” with chapters throughout the 
country and in Europe. It has become a popular 
multimedia property, 
podcast, two books, a TV series and more. And 
on June 20, Mortified will have its East End 
debut at Parrish Art Museum, performed by the 
NYC chapter. 

But what exactly is Mortified? “It can be a 
hard show to describe to people,” says co- 
producer Christina Galante. “It’s adults reading 
their adolescent writings or presenting artifacts 
from youth in front of complete strangers. It 
gets warm and fuzzy.” Acknowledging that 
reading personal material from childhood 
can be uncomfortable for some, co-producer 
John Dorcic observes, “People have to have 
some distance for this to work. With much 
younger people, it doesn’t always work. But if 
you have the emotional disconnect between 
the [childhood] and the person who’s talking 
onstage, you can laugh at it.” 

The show’s popularity exploded after the 
release of the Mortified Nation documentary 
in 2013, allowing for Mortified NYC to perform 
regularly scheduled shows. “It’s a labor of love 
that we do in our spare time,” says Galante, 
who first got involved with Mortified when she 
lived in Los Angeles. “We used to have it at a 
smaller space, where we'd get like 75 people. 
Now we’re mostly doing shows for more than 
300.” Mortified NYC is housed at the Littlefield 


spawning a weekly 


warehouse-style performance space_ in 
Brooklyn. So how does the show stay fresh? “We 
try to meet people every month,” says Galante. 
“Interested people submit through our website 
and it gets forwarded to whatever city they’re 
based in. We then set up meetings and ask them 
to bring whatever they have, and they read to 
us what they brought and at that point we’re 
looking for what we can turn into a 10-minute 
piece. Maybe they have five journals, and 
they’re all about one thing. We listen for what 
keeps coming up.” 

While the show is designed to be uproariously 
funny, Dorcic and Galante thinks audiences 
respond to it for several reasons. “We rarely get 
anything that’s really dramatic. It’s not always 
particularly light, but it’s always handled in a 
humorous way.” 

Dorcic, who also runs the Bare Bones Theater 
Company in Northport, admires the unique 
warmth brought to each performance. “There 
can be an audience for irreverent and touching 
work that doesn’t have to be children’s theater 
or musicals. It’s so positive.” Dorcic’s directing 
background lends itself well to staging segments, 
as well. “John’s experience with theater...he 
does story producing, direction backstage and 
gives everybody a talk before the show. We 
don’t want them to ‘act out’ their readings.” 

While Galante and Dorcic want the show 
to be fresh and surprising for the Parrish 
audience, they’re more than happy to share 
some past stories. “This woman wrote a TV 
show, a western, when she was 11. It was a sex

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The Kids Are Not “OK”

@é Who died in your family?” the boy chirped, 
still breathless from running across the 
field to the airless tent where I sat under 

the sign “Talent Show.” I was caught off guard by 

the nonchalance with which it was asked by the 
freckle-faced eight-year-old. “My grandmother,” 

I replied, feeling guilty that I didn’t have a better 

answer. The loss of my grandmother at 105 

seemed insignificant in this setting. 

“Oh” the boy said, and scampered away. | 
felt like a fraud. 

And so went my first experience a few 
years ago as a volunteer at Camp Good Grief, 
a bereavement camp for kids aged 4 to 14 at 
St. Gabriel’s Retreat on Shelter Island. Despite 
taking the intensive bereavement training, 
loss—like algebra—was more a concept. 

I volunteered at Camp Good Grief for purely 
selfish reasons: I needed to be needed. My kids 
had suddenly grown up. I know it must have 
happened gradually, but to me, it felt like the 
movie, Big, in which Tom Hanks plays a boy 
who wakes up to find himself in a man’s body. 
At 16, my son was in a perpetual state of “I’m 
good”—his response to anything | offered to 
do for him. My daughter was in college and met 
any need | had to be helpful with annoyance.

So when the opportunity arose to volunteer 
at a children’s bereavement camp, this mom 
headed for a new landing pad. 

“Why not pick kids with asthma or something?” 
my girlfriend asked, chomping on her Caesar 
salad, dressingonthesidenoanchovies. I assured 
her that a bereavement camp may not have 
the “sex appeal” of some other charities, but 
kids who had experienced a loss could surely 
use nurturing. Hadn’t | comforted my son 
with a hug and a juice box when he 
fell off his bike? Hadn’t I spent many 
late nights at the kitchen table 
reassuring my wounded daughter 
that the ubiquitous “mean girls” 
were just “insecure and jealous?” 

It was gratifying to make my own 
children feel better. But things 
were different now. My son cringed 
when I kissed him and my daughter 
no longer wanted my advice. 

At first glance, Camp Good Grief looks 
like any other camp. Drive up on any given day 
and you will hear five-year-olds giggling with 
delight as they are chased around by one of the 
young volunteers. Watch a group of teen girls 
strut arm-in-arm and defiantly flick their long 
hair in unison. But take a closer look and far off 
in the distance, you will see a small group of 
therapists, volunteers, and children in a circle 
under a tree. It is in this “small group” where 
much of the healing takes place. - 

“Murder,” “suicide,” and “cancer” float in the 
air like pollen, uttered by children as young as 
four years old. My offer of a sympathetic smile, 
a hug and a juice box were no match for their 


sadness. I was a fake, and they knew it. But the 
kids took comfort from those most equipped to 
offer it: each other. Time and again I witnessed 
an embrace, a kind word or a laugh offered from 


‘one grieving child to another. I felt privileged 


to bear witness to such kindness and confident 
that my campers would eventually be “OK.” 

A few months ago my father died and 

I learned that “OK” is a relative term. Is it 

“OK” for my campers to envy kids with 

two parents when they have one? 

Is it “OK” to watch someone they 

love die when you haven’t even 

graduated middle school, had a 

first kiss or bought a training 

bra? Is it “OK” to lose a sibling 

when they are only six years old? 

I know that most of my campers 

will grow up, fall in love, and have 

families of their own: but it will 

never be “OK.” 
I went to camp to be “of use” to a group 
of grieving children and found I was unable to 


_ offer what they needed. I haven’t been back to 


camp since my father died. | am still struggling 
with my own questions. But I have learned a 
few things: When I return to Camp Good Grief 
and a freckled face little boy asks, “Who died in 
your family?” I will look him in those innocent 
eyes and say “my dad.” Perhaps I have earned 
my place at camp by experiencing the deep 
sadness that Priscilla Ruffin, director of Camp 
Good Grief, so movingly calls “the price of 
love.” I have learned like my young friends, that 
it is never “OK” to lose someone you love, but 
that is the way it should be. ga

whose 60” x 37” surreal but 
realistically painted oil on 
canvas “Self Portrait With 
Sharks” may well start the 
kind of conversation Reina likes his works to 
elicit. He wants viewers to feel that they’re 
always looking at something new—which 
indeed they are in this week’s cover art. The 
brim of the man’s hat is fin-like, and his jacket 
matches the skin of the shark he’s holding like 
a weapon. 

Although his expression seems neutral 
enough, the dark green woods in the prominent 
background prompt even Reina to wonder what 
“vibes” about shark-like behavior might have 
been stirring in him. 

The word “shark” comes from German schurke, 
meaning greedy and parasitic, a metaphor ‘for 
predatory behavior, but it’s hardly descriptive 
of Reina’s paintings, the full range of which 
evince an affectionate regard for his subjects— 
whether barns, trucks, figures (portraits or 
full), realistic or abstract. A beautifully painted 
cherry tree engages him as well as Eric Fischl- 
like scenes, or outlined figure abstracts done

in acrylic on paper. He likes to experiment, 
arguably more in his abstracts, some produced 
with digital images over or under paint. But 
as this week’s cover shows, Reina also enjoys 
linking plein air representation and offbeat 
contemporary. 

Is there a _ backstory to “Self Portrait 
With Sharks?” 

I made “Self Portrait” in 2013, using a 
mounted mako that I had caught many years 
ago. I’ve always admired the shark’s colors and 
dangerous expression. I thought a man walking 
around with a shark was funny and unusual 
while at the same time it had this weird, 
threatening edge. 


After you received a _Pollock-Krasner 
Foundation Grant, you wrote that it allowed 
you to move into a new studio, in Setauket, 
a move that would enable you to take “some 
creative leaps and bounds” to keep evolving. 
So, what have you been doing, in and out of 
the studio? 

Ahh...the studio. I love that place, thank 
you Pollock-Krasner Foundation. And thank 
you luck, for a large commission last year to 
do a painting of George Washington crossing 
the Delaware, and while this was a little out 
of my wheelhouse, I accepted the challenge, 
listening to several GW biographies as | 
painted. After several months, George made 
it across the river, and I was able to sign on 
again to lease my studio. The GW project also 


sharpened my painting skills and charged me 
up for some looser, creative work, which I’m 
now doing. 


Your sense of humor, seen in “Self-Portrait 
With Sharks” can also be seen in “Hamming 
It Up” (oil, wood, plastic and coffee grounds), 
a painting of a man playing a guitar with a 
pig nearby. Would you say that your abstracts 
and playful mixed media work reflect some 
new directions? 

Years ago I was a pretty serious cartoonist, 
with work published in The New Yorker and 
with King Features Syndicate. Combining odd 
random things is how my mind works, so it’s 
natural that that mindset makes its way. into 
my paintings. I do see some changes, though. 
Whatever I do now | want the strokes to carry 
a life force that represents my presence and 
excitement in a work. I also think I need to 
improvise much, much more, get away from 
the script of trying to make perfect pictures 
and start to let the feelings really flow into the 
brushwork. 4 


Doug Reina will be soloing at the RIPE Art 
Gallery in Huntington from June 6-27, where 
“Self Portrait” can be seen. A piece he entered in 
the Long Island Museum exhibit in Stony Brook,

Summer in the Hamptons 
has arrived, and it’s time to 
hit the water. Whether you 
prefer the bay or the ocean, 
the East End is home to 
unlimited entertainment. 


Stand Up Paddleboarding 
and Kayaking 

Stand up paddleboarding 
(SUP) and kayaking provide a_ unique 
perspective of the East End’s waterways. Both 
offer an alternative to the adrenaline rush of 
being in the Atlantic, and both can be either 
an intense form of exercise or a leisurely, but 
health-conscience, mode of transportation. 

“Stand up paddling is a unique sport any 
place, but we have so many perfect bodies 
of water out here that you can never see 
it all,” says Jim Dreeben, owner of Peconic 
Paddler, based in Riverhead. The experience 
of paddleboarding is akin to walking on water. 

“Kayaks are a bit easier to use and can 


be paddled easier in wind than SUPs,” 


notes Dreeben. 

For stand up paddleboarding beginners—and 
kayakers who want a break from some of the 
elements—Dreeben recommends calm spots 
that are sheltered from the wind. Some of his 
recommended locations are Red Creek Pond off 
of Red Creek Road in Hampton Bays; to the left 
of Long Wharf in Sag Harbor; along Long Beach 


in Sag Harbor; Georgica Pond in 
East Hampton; and Cold Spring 
Pond in Southampton. 

Shinnecock Bay, which is larger 
and thus more challenging than 
more sheltered areas, is home to 
an abundance of wildlife. “Last 
summer, we saw fist-sized baby 
seagulls on an island 200 yards 
east of Old Ponquogue Bridge,” 
says Dreeben. “It was so exciting, 
we went three days in a row. The 
best time to see them is between 
June 25 and July 10.” He’s also 
spotted scallops and starfish—a 
more rare  occurrence— 
out here. 

“I am impressed that so many people take 
to SUPing immediately,” continues Dreeben. 
“I give them a few pointers and they get right 
up, and usually stay up. It is a bit tiring at first, 
but you get built up fast. SUPing is great for 
core strength.” 

More . experienced paddlers (both SUPers 
and kayakers) can showcase their skills at the 
Paddle Battle Long Island, held on July 18 in the 
Peconic River in Riverhead. Visit paddlebattleli. 
com for additional information. 

Paddlers who want to push themselves a 
little further can take part in the 2015 Block 
Challenge on Saturday, August 29. The 18-mile 
open ocean paddle leaves from the Montauk 
Lighthouse and ends at Block Island, Rhode 
Island. The event raises money for Paddlers for

Surfers often rank the

And, of course, it’s no secret 
that Ditch Plains in Montauk will always reign 
supreme as the undisputed surfing capital of 
Long Island. You should beware of its choppy 
conditions, rocky bottoms and wild currents, 
but this is the East End surfing mecca for the 
experienced wave rider. 

Board rentals and lessons are available at 
both Flying Point Surf & Sport (flyingpointsurf. 
com) in Southampton; and Main Beach Surf & 
Sport (mainbeach.com) in East Hampton. 

A rush for adrenaline junkies, surfing also has 
therapeutic health benefits. Surfers Healing, 
an organization dedicated to giving kids with 
autism an experience on the water, will return to 
Montauk on September 25.

It was a cool evening on 
the Island. Mother and I 
were having Xanax and 
wine for dinner. We know 
you shouldn’t mix wine and 
tranquilizers, but we were 
out of whiskey.

The 
style of our wines— 
naturally balanced, 
moderate alcohol 
and crisp acidity, is 
a style that is also 
growing in popularity and will continue to find 
interest in the national marketplace. No other area 
in the U.S. can make naturally balanced wines like 
we do.

oe Piscopo rose to fame in the early 1980s when 
he joined the cast of Saturday Night Live and 
began delivering his spot-on impersonations of Frank 
Sinatra, David Letterman, Bruce Springsteen, Jerry 
Lewis, Andy Rooney and other celebrities. 
Now he’s a morning host for AM 970. The Answer, 
a news and talk radio station based in New York, as 
well as being a touring entertainer. He brings his mix 
of comedy and music to Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater 
on June 20. 


Piscopo says his stage show is inspired by 1960s 
Las Vegas and Frank Sinatra, the Rat Pack and Louis 
Prima, who became known as “The King of Swing.” 

“Those guys really just electrified. Vegas back 
then...” Piscopo says. “Louis Prima actually invented 
that whole genre of just getting crazy on stage.” 

Joe Muccioli, a conductor and the artistic director 
of Red Bank’s Jazz Arts Project, will back Piscopo up 
with a big band. Piscopo will also play instruments 
and sing original comedy songs, a parody of “Sweet 
Caroline,” and what he calls “schtick kind of tunes” 
in the style of Sinatra and other singers he admires.

“It’s G-rated,” Piscopo notes. "Anybody can come 
to the show and it’s just something that I think is safe 
to say you don’t see out there anymore.” 

When he was developing his Sinatra impression 
for Saturday Night Live, he was worried that the real 
Sinatra—who Piscopo affectionately calls “the Old 
Man”—wouldn’t like it. SNL’s talent coordinator 
Neil Levy has said Piscopo was terrified Sinatra 
would have him whacked. But Piscopo says his 
worry wasn’t out of fear—it was out of respect for 
Sinatra, for his own father and for the whole Greatest 
Generation. “That was a generation that we will 
never see the likes of again,” Piscopo says. Of course, 
not only did Sinatra approve, he bestowed upon 
Piscopo the title “Vice Chairman of the Board.” 

Piscopo recently reprised the impression at 
Studio 8H for SNL’s 40th anniversary special. “I 
was honored that Lorne Michaels thought I should 
perform,” he says. Being back there for rehearsal, 
he was appreciative of how meticulous everyone 
at SNL still is—from the tuxedo he wore, to 
where “Sinatra” would put out his cigarette. 

“I looked at these guys and said, ‘Do you realize 
we're the only guys in the world that would 
understand what we’re doing here?” Piscopo recalls. 
“It was so revealing to me of how much I learned 
from that show.” He says it was only then that he 
realized why he is so meticulous in preparing for his 
own performances today: He picked it up from the 
brilliant people at SNL. 

Piscopo was a cast member from 1980 
to 1984. He often shared the stage with Eddie 
Murphy. He and Murphy were the only two cast 
members that producer Jean Doumanian hired in 
SNL’s tumultuous sixth season who lasted more 
than a year. After SNL, Piscopo acted in a number 
of films. He starred opposite Danny DeVito in Wise 
Guys, with Treat Williams in Dead Heat and with 
Michael Keaton in Johnny Dangerously. 

His comedy and characters often derive from 
his heritage and home state: He’s an Italian-American 
from New Jersey. He admits that when it comes to 
Jersey, a lot of jokes write themselves. 

“I still live in Jersey,” he says. I live there, I'll 
die there. I love Jersey, it’s my home and | love the 
people there. But if you’re from Jersey, you can make 
the jokes. It’s like I always say, ‘If you’re Italian you 
can make the jokes about the Italians, but if you’re 
not Italian—don’t even think about it.“ @L

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Laurie Metcalf Takes the Stage at Guild Hall

amed stage and screen actress Laurie Metcalf 

takes Guild Hall’s John Drew Theater stage 
this month, when she stars alongside Alec Baldwin 
in the production of All My Sons by Arthur Miller, 
through June 28. 

Inspired by true events, the play is set shortly after 
World War II and details the lives of two families as 
they struggle to come to terms with the effects of 
the war. Metcalf plays Kate Keller, the wife of Joe 
Keller, who was exonerated after being charged with 
shipping faulty aircraft parts during the war. Joe 

_Keller’s accomplice, Steve Deever, is serving prison 
time for the act, and Deever’s children become deeply 
entwined in the Kellers’ lives. Kate lives in denial that 
her husband is guilty, while simultaneously refusing 
to acknowledge that her son Larry, who has been 
missing from the war for three years, is dead. The 
play is noted for its criticism of the American Dream, 
a philosophical position that earned Miller a trip 
before the House Un-American Activities Committee 
at the height of the communism scare.

This will be the third time that Metcalf has 
undertaken the role of Kate Keller. “I got a call from 
Alec Baldwin asking if I would be interested in doing

“One of the reasons | 
wanted to do the play again is because 
I have experienced doing it in front of 
a live audience,” she says. “I know the 
power of it and know what a ride it is for 
the audience.” 

Despite the personal call, Baldwin 
and Metcalf had never met prior to 
beginning rehearsals. “It’s great to get to 
know somebody in the rehearsal room, 
to see someone else’s process and how 
they attack a play,” says Metcalf on 
working with Baldwin. “He’s terrific, on- 


her perception of Roseanne’s runaway 
popularly. “I didn’t understand how big 
it was until I went to a zoo or something 
and people would recognize me. It was 
the biggest thing that had happened in 
my career.” The show was also Metcalf’s 
first screen credit. “I was in the right 
place at the right time,” she says of how 
she landed the role. 
Metcalf has gone on to star in a 
number of other movies and television 
eShows, including roles on Getting On, 
_ zDesperate Housewives and The Big Bang 
8 Theory. But, she still prefers stage acting 


and off-stage. He’s a perfect fit for this

A prolific actress with a number of Broadway 
productions to her name, including two Tony 
nominations and two Obie Awards, Metcalf’s trip to 
Guild Hall for rehearsals was the first time she had 
been out east. “[June 2] was the first time seeing the 
theater,” says Metcalf. Though she hasn’t had time 
to explore the village yet, Metcalf was sure that her 
costar, East Hampton’s favorite son, would provide 
some expert touring tips. 

Born and raised in Carbondale, IL, Metcalf began 
her professional career as an original member of 
Chicago’s famed Steppenwolf Theatre Company. 
From there, she landed the part of Jacqueline 
“Jackie” Harris in the television series Roseanne, 
playing the titular character’s younger sister. For her 
performance, Metcalf won three Primetime Emmy 
Awards and was nominated for two Golden Globes 
for Best Supporting Actress. 


“We were working in a bubble,” says Metcalf of

And now for something 
completely different: “Have 
you heard the story?/It’s been

There’s a Duck in Flanders; / 
It’s so big you can walk inside!” 
No? Well, you probably do 
know something about that 20’ 
x 15’ x 30’ white architectural 
icon on Route 24 in Flanders. If 
your East End roots or travels 
go back a few decades, you 
may even remember when the novelty ferrocement 
building nested elsewhere, before Suffolk County 
bought it a few years ago and returned it to its original 
duck farm site. Now you can read all about it yourself 
or cuddle up with a young’un and enjoy what Rose 
Nigro has hatched with charm and humor. She calls 
the 38-page real-life tale A Duck’s Tail: The Story of a 
Big Duck and the Small Town That Loves Her (Reeves 
Bay Art Works Press). And you can feast on some 
of the wittiest, most whimsical illustrations around. 
Tom H. John, an award-winning artist-designer, does 
them and they are superb—black ink with touches 
of orange, the pages sometimes bordered in blue. 
Delicious expressions, great humor. 

Nigro, a longtime resident of Flanders, is active in 
all manner of community affairs and she is a plein air 
artist. The book is clearly a labor of love for her and 
for her editorial assistant and Big Duck docent Janice 
Jay Young. It was an inspired move to do the story in 
rhyme (a,b,c,b—ballad meter). In such a cynical age, 
it’s nice to know that, according to the book, “when 
people wanted something done, they made a plan 
and worked with their local government to bring it to

fruition.” Big Duck.came home. The book is sure to 
prompt a visit to the actual Big Duck. And it should.

You Think I’m Dead (Vecchia Publishing) is Lou 
Romano’s second murder mystery starring street- 
smart detective Vic Gonnella and his savvy, gorgeous 
partner and live-in girl friend, Raquel Ruiz, both 
from the Bronx. He’s Italian, she’s Puerto Rican. 
When they’re not having a go at each other in bed 
or exchanging affectionate ethnic put-downs, they’re 
on the move to solve crimes that defy solution by 
the police or the FBI. The Gonnella series is one of 
two that Romano has been working on; the other, 
featuring Gino Ranno, also turns on violent crime. 
Retired businessman Romano summers on the East 
End and loves to write. He has also published two 
poetry collections and can create imaginative plots, 
but he might be better served if he concentrated on 
just one series because of inevitable overlap in types 
of characters and the fact that both series, rely on 
similar details about Italian-American culture. Even 
references within a series may be confusing to new 
readers. For example, You Think I’m Dead brings 
back serial killer John Deegan who was in Intercession 
(Vecchia Publishing, 2014). Though he insists on 
helping Vic and Raquel get to the truth of the 
murder of a young boy, which is at the heart of the 
mystery here, it’s not clear why Deegan, a confessed 
murderer, is on the loose. Said to be brilliant, he 
nonetheless also seems to get information from an 
81-year-old clairvoyant. 

The psychic first contacts Raquel, however, who 
tells her and Vic that “a soul needs [immediate] 
help.” The soul is in the form of “energy” from the 
spirit of a four-year-old boy who was viciously 
abused and killed and whose battered remains were 
found in a box. It turns out that this incident is

based on a real-life case that occurred 58 years 
ago and has remained unsolved, though there were 
numerous investigations and much media attention. 
The dynamic duo, former NYPD, now P.Ls, are on the 
case, a commitment that will cause the boy’s spirit 
to visit them as well. Although the plot does engage, 
Romano’s narrative is too often paused for asides— 
interesting but detachable pieces on geographical 
areas and events, such as the best Italian restaurants 
in New York and Memphis historical sites, which 
are places across the country where Vic and Raquel 
pursue their investigation. Nice info but it slows 
down the suspense. @l.

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Duncan Sheik Awakens at WHBPAC

uncan Sheik will perform at Westhampton 

Beach Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) on 
Friday, June 19. The singer-songwriter/composer has 
worn many musical hats since rising to prominence 
in 1996 with his Grammy-nominated _ single 
“Barely Breathing’—from penning and performing 
memorable songs to composing musicals, such as 
the Tony-winning Spring Awakening. 

Spring Awakening, a rock musical adaptation of 
a 19th century German drama by Frank Wedekind, 
opened on Broadway to rave reviews in 2006. “It was 
a very happy accident. I was not actively trying to 
jump into the musical world by any stretch,” says 
Sheik. Writer/lyricist Steven Sater came to Sheik 
with the idea. “I knew [Sater] because we were both 
Buddhists and we got to talking, and to make a very 
long story very short, he gave me the play and thought 
we should adapt it into a musical. At that moment, I 
wasn’t a huge fan of musical theater. I would generally 
go to plays.” But Sheik and Sater continued to discuss 
the project. “We kept talking about it and came up 
with a concept that worked—what if you did a piece 
of musical theater that is stylistically much closer to 
what people listen to on their iPods?” 


ELE DA TL ENS A AG LL RE NR: 
“There hasn’t been a normal 

Duncan Sheik album since 2006, 
which seems crazy fo me,” says 
Sheik of his new album. 


The project paid off. Spring Awakening won eight 
Tony awards including Best Musical, Best Book and 
Best Score, the Grammy award for Musical Show 
Album, the Olivier award for Best Musical and several 
Drama Desk and Outer Critics awards. The show’s 
Broadway run ended in 2009, but it has continued 
to play around the country and the world. “It’s still 
going,” Sheik marvels. “I just got back from Los 
Angeles; there’s a great production out there. I saw 
that there have been 136 productions of the show 
here [in the USA] in the last year. It’s really cool.” 
Spring Awakening opened the floodgates for Sheik 
to work and collaborate on several other musical 
theater projects, including Whisper House, Alice by 
Heart and American Psycho, for which he wrote the 
music and lyrics. Based on the disturbing 1991 novel 
by Bret Easton Ellis, American Psycho tells the story of 
Patrick Bateman’s daily life as an investment banker 
who moonlights as a sadistic serial killer. “We just did 
American Psycho in London, and it was a big hit. The 
London production starred Matt Smith, who played 
the beloved Eleventh Doctor on BBC’s Doctor Who. 
“We're kind of getting ready to bring it to Broadway,” 
Sheik says. “It will be [tentatively] opening in early 
16, and I’m currently finishing up the cast album 
from London, which should come out soon.” 

This July, Sheik and writing partner Kyle Jarrow 
will debut Noir as part of the New York Stage and Film 
Powerhouse Theater series. Inspired by radio plays 
and classic film noir of old, Noir features an original 
story conceived by Jarrow. “I think Kyle and I both 
have an interest in noir stuff,” Sheik says. “We thought 
we would try doing a musical with those tropes and 
keep it film noir-style.” But like Spring Awakening, 
the music doesn’t necessarily fit the time period of 
the story. “There’s some torch song moments, some 
ballads, but I’ve been on this technology kick lately, 
so there’s a hybrid of modern and more traditional 
[musical styles].” Despite his huge list of musical 
theater projects, Sheik hasn’t forgotten about his 
solo work, which jumpstarted his prolific career in 
the 1990s. “There hasn’t been a normal Duncan Sheik 
album since 2006, which seems crazy to me,” he says, 
noting that his last record in 2011 was a cover album.

Sheik is excited to release his new 
record, Legerdemain, later this year. 

When Sheik performs at WHBPAC 
on June 19, fans can look forward 
to an eclectic evening comprised 
of songs from Sheik’s entire library 
of work. “There’s the three sets of 
music. A third is theater, a third is my 
backlog of songs and a third is new 
songs from Legerdemain. It’s a high 
class problem of having a lot of songs 
in my body of work and figuring out 
what works,” he laughs.

Jurassic World 
Jurassic Park was a 
Steven Spielberg film 
through and_ through. 
Sure, it had a lot of 
thrills and chills, but it 
also took its time and 
focused on character— 
Spielberg has a genius for 
~eee economically revealing 
very specific individual 
character traits in his films, and he always casts 
exactly the right actor for the traits he’s looking 
for. His best films are not really conventional 
blockbusters, but are often sneakily subversive. 
Spielberg’s like Hitchcock that way, and you 
watch his genre films, like Hitchcock’s, not just 
for the goose bumps, but also because of the 
quirky people that populate them. Who can forget 
Jeff Goldblum, in Jurassic Park, perfectly embodying 
the slightly sleazy but brilliant mathematician Dr. Ian 
Malcolm who knows that disaster looms over the 
whole, absurd project? It’s great stuff. One has some 
hope for Jurassic World, but all the evidence suggests 
that we’re in much more conventional genre-film 
territory, with a reliance on sheer scale of disaster to 
provide the entertainment.

Love & Mercy 

Biopics about musicians are always a mixed bag. On 
the one hand, it’s nice when a filmmaker goes to the 
trouble and expense of dramatizing a musician’s life, 
but on the other hand the work that musicians do is 
very often so non-dramatic that the filmmakers feel 
compelled to dress it up. Often, they do this by trying 
to isolate that mythical, precise moment of musical 


creation: Beethoven 
suddenly coming up 
with a famous melody, 
Hendrix finding 
his true calling as a 
front man, the Doors 
coming up with “Light 
My Fire” in a beach 
cottage, Sam Phillips 
coaxing Johnny Cash 
into baring his soul in 
a Memphis recording 
studio. In this the 
filmmakers wind up 
doing their subjects 
a big disservice, 
discounting the hard 
work and_ practice 
that actually went into these artists’ success—the 
blind alleys explored, the bad alternatives discarded, 
the toil of creation—and attributing success to 
lightning bolts of genius striking. Thankfully, Love 
& Mercy is more realistic, and it doesn’t shrink 
from portraying the struggle that Brian Wilson, 
the resident genius behind The Beach Boys, went 
through to live up to his own potential—and to keep 
up with his The Beatles, his perceived rivals. 


A Pigeon Sat on a Branch Reflecting on Existence 
With a title like A Pigeon Sat on a Branch Reflecting 
on Existence, what else can we expect but a deadpan 
absurdist comedy from Sweden? Shot with the 
affectless flatness of a Wes Anderson film and 
employing a Beckett-like repetitiveness (especially 
when it comes to telephone conversations), the film 
will likely be a hit with the hipsters.
